of victory. We must have no illusions 
about the difficulty of the task. A 
sudden collapse of the German demo- 
cracy is always possible, but the Allies 
dare not count upon it. Defeat will 
mean absolute ruin for Prussia’s military 
caste, and it will fight to the end with 
the resolute ferocity which has made it 
the tyrant of Central Europe. From all 
the Allies, therefore, a crowning effort is 
demanded—an effort that will exact 
from them not fewer, but heavier, 
sacrifices than all that they have 


has mobilised her man-power in the last 
ditch of Armageddon, and a similar 
mobilisation of man-power is now re- 
quired from Britain, France, Russia, and 
Italy. Now, if ever, is the moment when 
Ireland must make her irrevocable deci- 
sion. Hitherto she has failed to take her 
fair share in the great conflict. We shall 
be the last to depreciate the immortal 
services of our fifty Irish battalions in 
the war. They have covered themselves 
with glory; they have proved that the 
grand old traditions of our fighting race 
are not whully dead. Nevertheless, Ire 
land as a whole has been an embarrass- 
ment, rather than a help, to the Empire 
in its hour of greatest need. She 
has refused to send the bulk of 
her fighting man-power into the field. 
Her miserable quarrels have distracted 
the minds of British statesmen. 
Mr. Bonar Law said yesterday that the 
Nationalist Party had been on the side of 
the Empire in the war. No honest Irish- 
man will endorse that too polite tribute. 
The Nationalist Party has not lifted a 
finger to help the Empire. It has refused 
to organise a recruiting campaign. While 
our Irish Divisions in the field were being 
reduced to a shadow it has wearied the 
House of Commons with the grievances of 
rebels. Now that the Empire's victory is 
certain, will the Nationalist Party con- 
tinue to pursue this fatal policy? 
Major William Redmond made a fine 
speech in the House of Commons yester- 
day. He spoke of the brotherhood which 
exists between Ulstermen and Nationalists 
in the trenches. He appealed for the 
infusion of that temper into our domestic 
politics. He declared that honour and 
common honesty demanded that Ireland, 
North and South, should support the men 
whom she has sent into the field. It was 
an inspiring speech, and it moved the 
House of Commons, as it will move every 
loyal Irishman to-day. Mr. Dillon fol- 
lowed Major Redmond—in order to ask 
a ridiculous question about the King of 
Greece. He treated his colleague's speech 
with chilling silence. That anti-climax is 
the tragedy of Ireland to-day. The men 
who know, like Major Redmond, know All. 
They know what this war means; they 
know Ireland's duty in the war; they 
know the disaster that awaits her if she 
fails in her duty; they know that in her 
fulfilment of that duty lies the sure—the 
only—hope of political and social settle- 
ment in this country. The majority of 
Major Redmond s colleagues either do not 
know or are criminally reckless. Mr. 
Bonar Law says that they are on the side 
of the Empire. Here is a simple test of 
their allegiance. They may say—per- 
haps, honestly—that they cannot compel 
unwilling Irishmen to fight. Irishmen 
are unwilling to fight because they are 
ignorant, and it is men like Mr. Dillon 
who are keeping them ignorant. We urge 
the Nationalist Party, for Ireland's and 
the Empire's sake, to come back to Ire- 
land, the whole eighty of them, and to tell 
the Irish people the truth. The truth is 
this: England, in all probability, will not 
stop in the middle of a great war to force 
Irishmen to fight for Ireland.. She will 
say: “Keep your 200,000 able-bodied 
young men for their football matches (we 
shall even provide excursion trains for 
them), and we shall finish this job with- 
out your help.” We challenge the 
Nationalist Party to tell Ireland what 
this will mean. It will mean that Ireland 
will get no credit for the victory which 
is now certain. It will mean after the 
war a degraded Ireland, an Ireland false 
to her traditions, an Ireland for which 
the British democracy will have a whole- 
hearted contempt. Already the shadow of 
that fate is upon us—and Mr. Dillon 
babbles about the King of Greece.

Guarantees for Farmers. 


Mr T. W. Russell stated definitely yes- 
terday, in reply to a deputation on the 
subject of food production in Ireland, that 
the Irish Department of Agriculture has 
again advised the Government that the 
guarantee of a minimum price for oats 
and wheat would be the most effective 
measure for encouraging farmers to extend 
their production of these crops. The De- 
partment is strengthened in its representa- 
tions by the recent resdlution of the 
Council of Agriculture in favour of a 
guarantee. Early in 1915 the English, as 
well as the Irish, Committee on Food Pro- 
duction recommended the guarantee of a 
minimum price, but the Government did 
not adopt the reco dations. The 
question of the home production of food 
is now more acute, The War Office has 
made up its mind that it will want Irish 
oats next year, and has undertaken to 
buy all oats grown in .Ireland in 
excess of this year’s crop at a fixed 
price or at the market price, whichever 
may be the greater. That is a good 
example for the Government as a whole. 
It is the part of the Government, and 
not of individual farmers, to insure the 
nation against food shortage by every 
reasonable means. The guarantee of a 
minimum price for wheat and oats would 
be a useful form of insurance. If the 
Government ignores the recommendation 
of a guarantee to farmers, and if it should 
afterwards appear that the Irish wheat 
harvest is less than it might have been, the 
public will be angry. Farmers in Ire- 
land are unanimously in favour of a 
Government guaranteed price, and, if 
their best efforts are required, they ought 
t get it, 


ltish Turkeys. 


In the last few years the supply of 
turkeys from Ireland for the English 
Christmas market has grown enormously. 
The large supplies which formerly reached 
the market from the Continent have been 
reduced by war conditions, and Irish 
turkeys now make excellent prices. France 
held the, best of the trade, and even this 
year, doubtless, has managed to send a 
large quantity across the English Channel. 
Ireland, however, has for the time a great 
advantage. Later on, no doubt, keen 
competition will be renewed, but even 
then the feeding of turkeys for the 
Christmas market should continue to be a 
profitable business... There is room for 
still further development of it in Ireland. 
A large portion of this year's supply has 
already been despatched to England. The 
strike of railwaymen on the line which 
serves the best and most numerous 
poultry-rearing districts in Ireland will 
be a severe blow to many of the poultry- 
farmers, for it means that they cannot get 
their stock through to thd market, There 
is a chance that consumers in Dublin and 
other towns may gain some advantage.

FROUNCH OFFICIAL. 

Last night’s communiqué :— 

After artillery preparation lasting 
several days we attacked the enemy to the 
north of Douaumont, between the Meuse 
and the Woevre, on a front of over ten 
kilometres. The attack was launched 
at ten o'clock in the morning. The enemy 
front was everywhere pierced to a depth 
of about three kilometres. Besides nume- 
rous trenches we captured the villages of 
Vacherauville and Louvemont, the farms 
of Nambrettes, and the works of Hardau- 
mont and Besonvaux. We made a large 
number of prisoners whese exact number 
has not yet been counted. Seven thousand 
five hundred prisoners, including two 
hundred officers, have already passed 
through the collecting stations. 

We took or destroyed numerous guns, 
including heavy and field pieces and trench 
guns, in addition to a great quantity of 
material. 

Notwithstanding the’ unfavovrable 
weather our air service took a brilliant 
part in the fighting. Our success is com- 
plete. The troops are displaying the 
greatest enthusiasm. Our losses are

RUSSIA REJECTS

After a spirited speech by the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, the a to-day unanimously 
p a resolution against the acceptance of 
the German peacé proposals. — ! 

The resolution was worded as follows :— 

“The Duma, having heard the statement of 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, is unanimously 
in favour of a categorical refusal by the Allied 
Governments to enter, under present conditions, 
into any peace negotiations whatever. It con- 
siders that the German pro are nothing 
more than a fresh p of weakness of the 
enemy and are a hypocritical act, from which 
the epemy expects no real success, but by which 
he seeks to throw upon others the responsibility 
for the war and for what happened during it, 
and to exelude itself before public opinion in 
Germany. The Duma considers that a prema- 
ture peace would not only be a brief iod of 
calm, but would involve the danger of another 
bloody war and renewed lorable sacrifices on 
the part of the people. It Considers that a Jast- 
ing peace will be possible only after a decisive 
victory over the military power of the enemy, 
and after definite renunciation by Germany of 
the aspirations which render. her nsible for 
the world war and for the horrors by which it 
is accompanied.” 

In his speech, M. Pokrovsky said:—I am ad- 
dressing you immediately on having been ap- 
pointed to the post of Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and am naturally not in a position to 
give you a detailed statement on the political 
gituation of the day, but I feel constrained to in- 
form you without delay, and with the supremu 
authorisation of His Imperial Majesty of the 
attitude of the Russian Government with regard 
to the application of our enemies, of which you 
heard yesterday through the telecrams cf news 
agencies. Words of peace coming from the side 
which bears the whole burden of the responsi- 
bility for the world conflagration which it 
started, and which is unparalleled in the annajs 
of ‘history, however far back one may go, were 
no surprise to the Allies. In the course of the 
two and a half years that the war has lasted 
Germany has more than once mentioned peace. 
She spoke of it to her armies and to her peovle 
each time she entered upon a military operation 
which was to prove “decisive.” After each

| Even in the day or two which he had been in 
their country he felt more or leas discouraged 
by the confident statements that w&e made of 
failure in the attack on the disaster 
here, disappointments there, and all the rest 
of k& These things were never beard of, as far 
as his knowledge went at the front. He went 
with his division to the Somme, and saw them 
fighting there. There was no failure of any 
sort. At any rate the Ulster Division did not 
fail. The 16th Division did not fail, Neither 
of these splendid divisions failed. did far 
more than the average fighting man would have 
done. It was discouraging to them te be told 
that there had been failure when there had 
been none. For forty years those who 
were opposed to us had been build. 
ing up a stupendous fighting machine, 
making every preparation for the 
war. Opposed to this were men drawn from 
every rank in life, who, eighteen months ago, 
would have laughed at the idea of soldiering. 
And yet after a year and a half of war they 
fought and absolutely overcome the highly 
trained troops of Germany. He knew perfectly 
well if they could get the secret information of 
the higher command of the German Army we 
should have the truth, and that there wag no 
doubt where the failure was. The enemy 
suffered infinitely more in the opinion of every- 
body at the front than the troops who made 
the push on the Somme. If the people at home 
would only unite, if they would for the time 
being forget ail their half-hearted prejudices. 
and recognise that there was only one thing 
to be done at the present time, and that was 
to back up the men who were risking their lives 
at the front, then everything would go well. 
He said to Ulstermen above the gangway, to 
Nationalists, Liberals; icals, and Tories— 
to all classes—in common honour and honesty 
where they had sent the men out then they 
were bound to support them in every way, and, 
for the time being at any rate, td” he abso- 
lutely united in that support. (Cheers.)

The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
at the British Headquarters in the Field, 
France, writing on December Mth, says :— 
While the news of the German Chancellor's 
statement that his country was about to pro- 
pose terms of peace in the Allies reached the 
various headquarters on the Western front ea:ly 
yesterday morning, it was not until late im the 
day tnat the announcement penetrated to the 
trenches. In many cases the tirst intimation to 
the men in our front line came from the Ger- 
man side, in the form of messages chalked upon 
boards, quoting the substance of the Kaiser's 
gtandiloquent Army Order. As a rule, these moes- 
sages were received with scepticism or sarcasm. 
I believe I pretty correctly reflect the general 
opinion of the British Army in France, when | 
say that the German Chancellor's speech is in- 


peace, and wants it badly, but so far upon her 
own terms as to render the prospect hopeless for 
the present. The terrible hammering which the 
enemy has received during the Somme offen- 
sive, and his clear perception of what is in store

—Mulhausen. There need be no  hesita- 
tion in attaching political motive to 
the choice of Alsatian territory for 
this. theatrical performhnce. It was a de- 
liberate challenge ta France, as witness, for in- 
stance, the following assertion of one of the war 
correspondents :—“It is certainly not without 
significance that this visit took place in Alsace, 
on this old German soil, centuries ago treacher- 
ously torn from us by a French King, and re- 
gained by the blood of our fathers, and the 
desire for the reconquest of which was one of 
the deepest motives for the present world war.” 
Here, then, on the soil of Alsace the Kaiser re- 
viewed his soldiers, and here, in a speech. cle- 
livered, Wo are told, “in soldierly style and in 
soldier's language,” Tuesday's apostie of peace 
harangued his men about “our old God 
Battles.” Towards the end of a purely bellicose 
oration he mentioned the peace proposals, but 
closed with the threat-—-“If our enemies have 
not had enough-——.” The concluding phrase is 
not reported, but is described in one secount as 
a “soldier's expression,” which brought a grim 
smile to the faces of the men.”

MEETING IN DUBLIN. 
——— 


INCREASE OF TILLAGE. 


A meeting was held yesterday afternoon in 
the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, under the 
auspices of the Organising Committee which 
has been formed to bring together & conferepce 
of representatives of agriculture in the United 
Kingdom, on the question of increasing home 
food production. The objects . of the meeting 
were to consider the questions of the imerease 
of tillage, the supply of machinery, fertilisers 
and feeding stuffs, improved trangport, and the 
Government guarantee of a minimum price for 
food products. Mr. T. Callan Macardle, D.L., 
Dundalk, presided. There was’ a fair 


attendance. 
The Chairman mentioned that, in company 
with Mr. Robert Sanders, he had interviewed 
Sir William Byrne, the Under-Secretary, om the 
question of increased food produetion, and. he 
stated that the matter was having earnest at- 
tention, and that the Government would be 
glad to have suggestions from farmers. They 
suggested to the Under-Secretary that portion. 
of the 300,000 acres in the West under the con- 
trol of the Congested Districts Board should be 
broken up, and that 10 per cent. of untilled land 
ghould be put under tillage by farmers. “The 
Under-Secretary mentioned that there was a 
good deal of labour to spare in Donegal, and he 
hoped it would be possible to utilise it in dis- 
“ts where labour was scarce. j 
www Robert Banders, D.L. (Co. Cork), stated 
that amongst those who had written regretting 
inability to be present were:—Lord Dunraven, 
Lord Kenmare, Lord Barrymore, Sir William 
Goulding, Mr. Andrew Jameson, Lord Asbtown, 
Mr. Irwin (Maguiresbridge), Mr. Cole (Bel- 
turbet), Mr. Palion (Roscommon), Mr. Mullally 
(Mullinahone), Mr. FaloSner (Mount Falcon), 
Mr. Thomas McConnell (Ballinderry), Mr. Hugh 
ide Burgh (Limerick), and Mr. Duniep (Dalkey). 
He said that the questions under consideration 
~ would not brook a day’s delay. The Committee 
with which be was associated was purely a War 
Committee, to deal with the question of food 
production. The public, who knew very little 
about agriculture, abused farmers for not tilling 
their lands more extensively, but they did not 
realise that in many cases, in order to procure 
crops, arrangements had to be made for two 
years. Farmers in Ireland should pull together 
with those in Bngland and Scotland, as their 
interests were the same, ard, atoardingly, “hey 
should all have the same policy. (Hear, hear.) 
The question of food produstion should be re- 

arded in the same light as that of the manu- 
Factare of munitions; yet it was unfortunate 
that agricultural implements were very scarce, 
seg the action of the War Office, which 
made makers of these implements manufacture 
munitions. (Hear, hear.) 


SUPPLY OF FERTILISERS. 


As regards fertilisers, there was plenty of 
basic slag available, and only wanted grinding. 
Sulphate of ammonia, instead of being used at 
home, was being exported to foreign countries. 
Matiers such as those required to be remedied 
immediately. They were faced with a trench 
war, and also with an economic war, and both 
had to be fought together. Germany was de- 

ndent on Rumania tor her supplies next year. 
Follow: Germany's army were steam cultiva- 
tors, and other modern farming appliances for 
cultivating the land as soon as it was se ;

Mr. Dermot O'Brien (High Sheriff County 
Limerick) proposed a resolution pledging 
the meeting to de everything. bie 
to help the movement’ for ~~ Increasiig 
tillage in Ireland in the coming season. 
He said that every farmer should consider the 
question carefully and see whether he could in- 
crease his tillage. The problem of labour was a 
difficult one, and should be regulated by the 
Government. A guarantee of a munumum price 
might be necessary, but what was really 
wanted was confidence to be given to farmers. 
He suggested that the matter should be taken 
up by county and district councils, and groups 
of farmers should be got together to consider 
the question. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. John Leonard, Vice-President of the 
Cattle Traders’ and Stockowners’ Association, 
seconded the resolution, and stated that every 
producer of stock should help in the matter. 

Mr. McQuillan suggested that an addendum 
should be added to the effect that land should 
be commandeered by the Government for til- 
lage “Fear Nothing, in his opinion, would 
be gained by voluntary effort 

Mr. Arthur Locke (Co, Cavan) seconded Mr. 
MeQuilian’s suggestion. 

The Chairman stated that Mr. MeQuillan’s 
motion might bo moved separately.

RE-ELECTION OF MINISTERS 


Sir GEORGE CAVE, in moving the second 
reading of the Re-election of Ministers (No. 8) 
Bill, said that under a Statute of Queen Anne 
a member of Parliament accepting an office of 
profit under the Crown vacated’ his seat. But 
there were certain exceptions, and the result, in 
the present instance, was that about half of the 
new Government were able to retain their seats 
without re-election, and about half would vacate 
them unless this bill were passed. These latter 
included the First Lord of the Admiralty, the 
Minisier of Munitions, the President of the 
Board of A ture, the proposed Pensions 
Minister, a proposed Minister of Labour. 
If they had to submit themselves for re-election 
it would mean a loss of valuable time and some 
undesirable expense. It was not proposed by 
this bill to raise the general question of the 
abolition of the Statute of Queen Anne, nor was 
it proposed that the bill should have effect 
during the whole period of the war, but only 
during the months of December, 1916, and 
January, 1917. He d that the House would 
agree to the bill pass through all its stages 
to-day.

SIR HUGH LANE'S FRENCH PICTURES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sre,—Two witnesses were present and signed 
as such when Sir Hugh Lane expressed his wish 
to leave the pictures to English keeping: no 
witness was present when he subsequentiy 
changed his mind, and in his own handwriting 
clearly anngunced that he intended that they 
sheuld come to Dublin. The true issue dees 
nob in any sense raise questions of legality, 
formality, or signatures: it depends purely on 
an ascertainment of what were the owners 
wishes—his last expreased wishes and intention. 
A smattering of law can call one document a 
“last will and testament,” and the other 
“neither a will nor a codicil,” for Sir Hugg, 
though he wrote the latter with deliberation, 
did so without extra formalities when quite 
alone, and put it in an envelope and sent it 
to his sister, Mrs. Shine. And todey his 
sister is, in Tie Times, apart from this docu- 
ment, able to write regarding the pictures, that 
“he meant them\to go to Dublin.” 

If Sir Fiugh had started writing only a long 
letter to his sister, and in the early paragraphs 
had said. he would give the pictures to the 
National Gallery, aol being interrupted, had 
left off writing, and then, resuming’ the same 
letter after an imterval, had written—* No: 
I've changed my mind: [ wish them to go to 
Ireland after all and then concluded his 
letter, and had. never thought of, or been re- 
minded of, willmaking or witness formalitics, 
his final intention would be abundantly evi- 
dent, and would be carried out by his repre- 
sentatives loyally and con amore. Thus the 
only shadow of a claim by England to-day is 
based on a squabble over the presence or the 
absence of the names of witnesses, and on a 

itiable plea that, becauge what he wrote 
atest was “not his “will” in the eyes of a 
lawyer, therefore it could not he taken to be 
his wish, or regarded as such by any fair- 
minded man. 

I can write quite dispassionately and dis- 
interestediy ia this matter. I know none of 
the claimants, or parties, or newspaper corre- 
spondents; and, as to the pictures themselves, 
though some ate exceedingly interesiing as

longingly down from the top of that slippery 
slope of incorrect wing and unvatural 
colouring, at the foot of which lie Post-Im- 
pressionism asd Cubism end other monstrosi- 
ties of “ modern art.”

DRINK AND THE WAR. 

TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Like many of your readers who have 
been more or less impotent spectators of the 
liquor traffic, 1 am pleased to know that the 
ieaders of that industry have become sealous for 
the publication of the truth about the trade, 
and are anxious that it should rest wholly upon 
a” foundation of righteousness." In their 
legible statement of facts published in your 
issue of 13th inst., however, tify fail to draw 
attention to some very relevant and vital cen- 


siderations which, with your permission, I would | 


like to set out. . 

1. The production by these distillers of a large 
amount of industrial spirit, for use in arts and 
in the making of muh.tions, can in no way 
justify the distilling by them of a huge addi- 
tional amount of foodstuffs for the manufacture 
of what is at best a dangerous luxury. The 
use of food in this way is lamentable enough 
in times of peace, but surely it is intolerable in 
the midst of a war which is imperilling our 
existence, and for the successful prosecution of 
which the entire resources of the nation are de- 
manded? As you, «sir, showed in a recent 
article, there is ample room in Ireland for de- 
veloping an industry in denaturalised alcohol, 
and every intelliggnt Irishman hopes that the 
trade will take advantage of the present oppor- 
tunity to extend this legitimate side of its busi- 
ness. But by what sort of reasoning can a man 
make the existence of such an indusiry a reason- 
able plea for the use of even 70,000 tons of food- 
stuffs, and thousands of tons of coal, for the 
distilling of a potable drug which ia degrading 
and brutalising hundreds of our people, and s 
responsible for inefficiency and waste wherever 
it is used? These le of the trade have 
omitted to mention the ground on which they 
think such distilling is essential at present. 

2. declaration by the trade lays emphasis 
on the value to the nation of a number of the 
by-products of the distilleries—the yeast, ¢,., 
and the draff and dreg. But these men make 
no attempt to estimaie if it is worth wasting 
all the grain and sugar used in making potable 
alcohol for the sake of these few by-products. 
In the present crisis the grain and the man- 

wer used in the manufacture of liquor for 

rinking purposes are a dead loss to the nation, 
and the question is: Is this waste worth in. 
curring for the sake of the yeast and the draf

salers’ books, are still entitled to a supply of 
sugar, and, if statements freely made in busi- 
ness circieg are correct, some, at 
them are able to draw this sugar aige sii 
it to any other business house they please. 
Meanwhile, new businesses which have come 
into existence since that date are not ontitled 
to any sugar whatever, although they may 
have taken ovér the customers of those firms 
which have been dissolved.

THE FINEST TONIC FOR INVALIDS 


The drama of three periods in the his- 
tory of the world seems to exercise a 
permanent fascination upon the mind of 
the human race—the Attic drama of 
Aischylua, Sophocles, and Euripides; the 
drama of Corneille, Racine, and Moliére ; 
and the drama in the age of Shakespeare. 
The present moment is appropriate to an 
inquiry into the secret of this fascination 
as exercised by the drama of the “spacious 
times of great Elizabeth.” The tercen- 
tenary year of Shakespeare's death ha: 
not yet closed, and we have before us a 
new study by a foreigner, Professc 
Creizenach, formerly of the University of 
OCracow—" The Engiish Drama in the Age 
of Shakespeare.” | 

Two critics have come close to a re 
velation of the secret—one an Irishman, 
Edward Dowden, known to many of us 
not long since; the other a distinguished 
French scholar, Hippolyte Taine. Ac- 
cording to Dowden; the Elizabethan 
drama gives us the stuff of life itself, the 
course with the fine. the mean with the 
hervic, the humorous and grotesque with 
the tragic and terrible. Taine puts the 
matter in his own way, in a passage at 
once typical and incapable of abbrevia- 
tion :—'" It is the theatré especially which 
is the original product of the Englisx 
Renaissance, and it is the theatre espe- 
cially which will exhibit the men of the 
English Renaissance. ‘Forty poets, 
amongst them ten of superior rank, and 
the greatest of all artists who have repre- 
sented the soul in words; many hundreds 
of pieces, and nearly fifty masterpieces ;

Even in those times English 
actors were “infinitely caressed and 
spoilt by the public.” Nor was their 
respect for amateurs very great: “It's a 
good sport in a part to see them never 
speak in their walk, but at the end of the 
stage; just as though in walking with a 
fellow, we should never speak but at a 
stile, a gate, or a ditch, where a man can 
go no further.” 

The English edition of M. Creizenach’s 
fine work is a translation, prepared by 
Miss Cécile Hugon. Its revision was car- 
ried out by the late Mr. Alfred Schuster, 
who was killed in Flanders early in the
